Russell Wins Mayoralty Race By Five Votes- 
Curran Giws Gongratibtioiis on Face 
If Robins, But Wm Ask For 
a Recount

Cincinnati, Ohio, November 6— 
Shortly before one o'clock the anti- 
prohibitionists took a slight Jump and 
with 4S46 precincts out of 6766, tbey 
bad a majority of 7,278, the vote be- 
ing 384,042 for prohibition and 392.- 
320 against prohibition. 

The outstanding feature of the 
nlectlons in the United States yester- 
'uay was the apparently assured vio- 
tory for woman autfrage in New York 
State by a majority of approximately 
40,000. While the BuffraglBts were 
winning in the East, early returns 
from Ohio indicate defeat for them in 
that state. 

Two states, Ohio and New Mexico, 
voted on prohibition. Incomplete re- 
turns from Ohio showed that the con- 
test in that state waa very cloae with 
the drye leading by a small margin. 
The prohibitionists evidently bad car- 
ried new Mexico. 

The entire Republican state ticliet 
headed by Governor Samuel W. Mc- 
Call won an overwhelming victory In 
Massachusetts, while the Democratic 
state ticket headed by Westmoreland 
Davis, for governor, waa avoceaaflU 
in Virginia. / 
SoelaUst Gain Is 101 Per OMt 

Interest In the municipal elections 
centered upon New York where John 
F. Hyian, Democrat, defeated Mayor 
John P. Mitchell, candidate for re- 
election by a plurality of more than 
140,000. The entire Tammany city 
ticket alao waa elected. The Soclal- 
iat vote showed a gain of min jtban 
^ 400 per cent over that cast In the 
municipal campaign four years ago. 

The bi-partisan Judicial ticket In 
Chicago defeated by a plurality esti- 
mated at 80,000. Socialist candidates 
standing on an anti-war platform. 

The attempt of Senator Penrose 
haoktaif the ao-oalled Town Meeting 
candidates to oust the Vara brothers 
from control in Philadelphia, upon 
the bee of returns up to midnight, 
appears to have been unneoeavar^, 
but at that hour both sides were 
cl.iimlnK victory.

ry 0. Curran for Mayor, Mr. Russell 
winning by only Ave votes. Jeff D 
ESaston and Andrew Clooney, the oth- 
er candidates In the Mayoralty race, 
were far behind these two. 

Mr. Curran last nlglit called an Mr 
Russell and offered his conjiratula- 
tions on the face of llie returns, but 
announced this morning tlint he 
would ask for a recount of the bal 
lota, owing to the tect that the race 
was BO cloae and that he^haa Informa- 
tion suffloient to warrant a recount. 

In the race for Police Judge John 
U WblUker ran away with J. Wealey 
bee, getting over atx timea as many 
votes. 

Harry A. Ort. former Chief of Po- 
lice of .\laysville came under the wire 
a winner, defeated James Mackey, the 
present Chief by 168 votes. 

Andrew "Buddie" January ran 
away with FYed Oabllsb and Sam Mc 
Nutt in the race for Collector and 
Treaanrer. getting more votea than 
both the other eandidatea.

Clerk, defeating Ueorge Wood Owens,

New York, November 6— The possi- 
bility that "Votee for Women" had 
become a reality In the Empire State 
wag the outstanding feature of to- 
day's state election on the basis of 
returns received op to 11 p. m. At 
that hoar 2306 election diatricta out 
of 5772 in the atate ahowed the fol- 
lowing result: 

For suffrage. 228,487; against, 210,- 
382. 

These returns showed an average 
plurality of eight votes for suffrage 
In each of the districts reporting. If 
tbia proportion should be maintained 
by the districts unreported) woman 
suffrage would be carried by a plnr- 
aiity of more than 40,000. 

With almost half the elaetion dis- 
tricts in the state heard firom, wo- 
man suffrage In New York had a fa- 
vorable majority over 24,000. 

TbIa indicates that the meaaure 
will be carried by » aaiariti oflmrd 
of 48,000.

The city of Waghington is now "dry". It ia tho only national 
capita lin tho world enjoying tlist diMinetion. Periiaps "enjoying" 
isn't exactly the zigbt WOldj bOt-MjrlM^f th«N't M fOMtion about 

the diatinction. ^ 

And it'H a sign, sticking up like the proverbial aore thumb amoog 
miacellaneous omens of the time. Wlieu the capital banisluH ulocohl, 
it's not a local phenomenon. The power that rules Washington, D. 
C., is the power that governs the United States, the power that is 
supposed to represent and make effective national opinion. 

There's no doubt about it. National sentiment hus turned 
against liquor. King Alcohol has few friends left willing to say a 
kitfd word for him. The lately powerful drink tiiiffit! no loiigtT com- 
mands a respectable following. Public men who formerly kept neu- 
tral or angled for the "liquor vote," now* align tbenuelveri with 
"their rigliteous forces of the coiiiiiuuiiiy." Influential newapapera 
left drift one by one into the prohibition fold. 

Prohibition is a big issue in many states and many eitiea this 
fall. We may expect a considerable gnin "f "ilry" territory iis a re- 
sult of Tuesday's election. And we may expect soon a more drastic 
exercise of the liquor-regulating power conferred on the president, 
and further anti-liquQr legialation by congreas.' 

DI800VEBIN OTHE PINMT 

The humble one-cent piece is coming into recognition again. It 
had practically disappeared from circulation in aome sections of the 
country, and from public respect in every section. Ita recent uae has 
been generally restricted to buying newapapera and dropping into 
slot machines; and that field hia anrrowed, what with papers raising 
their rates and the weighing and chewing gum maehhues demanding 
a nickel. 

But now the poor little old cent comes in <handy to buy war 
stamps. And the man or woman who finds it necessary to pay out 
an extra penny before she can mail her letter or postcard acquires 
new respect for the coin. 

Respecting our pennies onee more, we shall not be above saving 
them. .Nor will we be above paying odd cents for small purchases, 
instead of reckoning everything in nickels and dimes, according to 
the pleasHiit and ruinous practice fostered by retailers. It will seem 
wortli while once more to pay 9 cents or 13 cents for a thing, ^when 
copper change can be used to such good advantage. And dealers are 
aning to recognize the new situation.

New York, Noveiiibor 6 — John P. 
Hylan, a county judge of Kings coun- 
ty, was elected mayor of New York 
today by a plurality of more than 
140,000. He carried with him the en- 
tire Democratic city ticket, including 
Cliarles L. Craig for comptroller, Al- 
fred E. Smith, now Bheriff of New 
York county, for president of the 
board of aldermen, and Kdward 
Swann, for district attorney. 

The indigationB are that the Demo- 
orata will bare a majority in the 
board of estimate which controls the 
expenditure of the city funds. 

Sfayor John K Mitchell, who 
sought rc-eh'ction as a Fusion candi 
date altliongli not formally nomi- 
nated by any party, was a poor sec 
ond In the race. His vole in l.UltG 
districts out of 2,068 in the city was 
145,469, compared with 288,486 for 
Hylan. , • 

Morris Hillquit, the Socialist can- 
didate, about whom rallied most of 
the radical elements in the city and 
all those who favor an immediately 
negotiated peacje, stood third, with 
134,890; and William M. Bennett, who 
unexpectedly won the Republican pri- 
mary nomination from Major Mltoh- 
ell, was fourth with 61356. 

The tremendous Socialist vote was 
the feature of the election. The to- 
tal polled by that party in the last 
mayoralty election was only 32,133 
This year Hillquit ran a close third 
to Mayor MIteliell and in many clec 
tlon districts on the East Side, in 
parts of Harlem and the Bronx, he 
polled more votes than Mitchell. Hill 
quit ran on a straight-cut peace plat- 
form. He declared a victory for him 
would be a mandate to the govern 
ment to negotiate an imiiiniiate jieacc 

Hylan carried all live boroughs of 
Greater New York. His best show 
ing was in Brooklyn, where Bennett 
polled a large part of the primary 
vote which won him the Republican 
nomination after a recount. It was 
conceded by the managers of all par 
ties that many of the votes cast for 
Bennett would have gone to Mitchell 
if he had been the Republican nonii 
nee, but Bennett's total for more than 
half of the city added to Mitchell's 
would not have been enQugh to defeat 
Hylan. 

Had the election been close, the 
result might have hinged on the votes 
of the 65,000 soldiers and sailors from 
this city who are now In government 
service, but if all of them voted for 
Mitchell It could not change the re- 
sult All the ballots of the men In 
France, in camps and on board ships 
will be counted at the same time at 
Albany seven weeks hence.
